the Chinese Nationalists Into ttie 
heart of Communist China." 

In continuing this theme he 
drew attention to criticism of Neh- 
ru's leadership by reference to a 
(uggestion made that. "Nehru 
should step down, that his leader- 
ship had caused the present em- 
barrassment in tlie issue with Chi- 
na". This criticism he claimed had 
been followed by a right wing 
movement pf party accusations 
against the Prime Minister. 

Dr. Sayecd went on to dis- 
cuss the removal of Krishna Me- 



non, minister of foreign affairs, 
from the Indian government He 
showed this to be another example 
of right wing activity in the Con- 
gress party. "Leading figures in 
the party wrote to Nehru to re- 
move Mcnoni and these were right- 
wing members." He recalled the 
arrest of several . Communists at 
the time of the mhiister's dismissal. 
"The old army: chaps are back in 
power", he claimed. 

In light of the' fact that Mcnon 
had opposèd U.S. military aid even 
after the Chinese had attaclced, 
the professor drew attention to 
the ease with which tlUs aid was 
accepted after his removal.

"The Peking government wished 
to embarass the U.S.SJL, to un- 
dermine Khrushchev's* peacetùl;.GO- 
éxlsténce .policy and to undermine 
the neutralism policy thus indi- 
rectly attacking Khrushchev who 
supports a policy such as India's" 
He concluded that China also de- 
sired to show up 'India u the in 
fcrior leader of Asia. 

Dr. Sayeed closed the discussion 
witfaL:.a>comment closer to 'home. 
In^'Kfetring- to mutual agreement 
amoung academics, he said, "yet 
politicans always disagree and take 
issue. A good example of this is 
our own Prime Minister, Diefen- 
baker."

OTTAWA)(CUP) — Four out "of five, Canadians think a strong permanent United Nations 
Army wbiild protect -national freedom; but only onp. in three would wont to Increase Canada's 
contribution to the UN — currently about one percent of our defence budget. 



This is one pair of conflicting 
attitudes -discovered by the Cana- 
dian Peace' Research Institute in 
its first study of Canadian opinions 
on questions of defence, disarma- 
ment and foreign policy.

that bojh the lack of knowledge 
and a tendency to overestimate Ca- 
nada's investment in the UN have 
bearing on national altitudes 
toward the UN. 

At the same time a majority of 
Canadians do favor disarmament 
efforts when they are informed 
about them. 

Only one Canadian in six had 
every heard of the Disarmament 
Division in Canada's Department 
of External Affairs. When they 
were told to the agency's purpose 
to advise on disarmament policy, 
brief negotiators and co-crdinale 
peace research projects — 44 per- 
cent of those polled thought the 
division's seven-man staff should 
be enlarged. 35 percent tliought it 
should not.

Any decision on nuclear arms 

: is a difficult one to make. As the 
editorial points out, Canada does 
owe her independence to the US 
deterrent. Siîice the object of 
the deterrent is to maintain pea- 
ce, and consequently our securi- 
ty, we should contribute all we 
can to its effectiveness. At the 
same time we should not risk 

-endangering the very peace we 
are trying to preserve. 

The object of a sane foreign 
policy, as we see it, is to seek 
a balance of power between East 
and West; for we neither want to 
tempt a potential enemy Into at- 
tacking us by being too weak, . 
nor do we want to frighttn a po- 
tential aggressor into attacking 
us. Consequently by increasing 
our "security" at the expense of 
a potential enemy, wo are actual- 
ly decreasing our security by In- 
creating the chances for war. 

The nuclear weapons which 
your editorialist suggests we 
should adopt are of two types: 
(1) Atomic war-heads intended 

• for installation in Europe arc of 
a . purely offensive nature and

■- strength. Acquirement of these 
weapons would seem to be sim-

BRENDAN iIiSmS^MSIAND'. An Itlih 
Skitdi-boak. By BrcndM B«h«n. Orawlnai 
by Pful Hogirth, Ndion, Foiltr uid Scott' 
m pp. IS.9S. 

. U Brendan Behan's tour of hU 
native country inore often pro- 
ves to be a tour of Brendan 
Behan the territory covered is 
no less interesting, /nor Belian 
a less qualified guide. Hë gives, 
in five companionable sketches 
of the people and the country- 
side, a rather subjective impres- 
sion of whose objective .truth 
he is obviously convinced. 

The title indicates an impres- 
sion of Brendan Bchan's Ire- 
land, but to Behan this is ob- 
viously synonymous with an 
Ireland unmodified by any such 
adjective. His title thus implies' 
a qualificatioa which is certain- 
ly not expressed in his definite 
and dogmatic prose;' But Bchan's 
sdf-assurance is so convincing 
that we are perfectly willing to 
accept both the definition and 
the dogma. 

' And neither definition nor 
dogma nullifies his very consi- 
derable experience of both 
countryside . and people. On the 
contrary, it is in a sense indica- 
tive of this experience, since- 
without the famiU^rlty bred 
i^'from;long years ot-Mqualntancc, 
'^Bêhàn woidd be less mdy with 
laudative or contemptuous 
judgment. Nor does this judg- 
ment impede him stylistically, 
since the very Bubjcctivity of 
his description gives it a realism 
and an immediacy seldom 
achieved in more objective ac- 
counts. The intensely personal 
quality of all five sicelchcs en- 
hances their efficacy as des- 
criptive passages — an effect 
which perhaps results from the 
rather interestingly intense per- 
sonal qualities ' of Brendan 
Behan. ^ 

Almost every author, from 
Robert Burnt to William Words- 
worth to William Butler Yeati 
to Ceorga Bernard* Shaw to 
James Joyce to Sean O'Casey, 
who has atttmpled to express 
•Ithcr variety of Gatllc ethos, 
has attimptad to express it with 
an accuracy and « daftness ex- 
clusive of all other talent. Most 
of thest authors, and In partic- 
ular those who are Irish only 
by adoption, seem to feel with 
an occasionally irritatlngi Intii- 
tency that "my Ireland is the.

Graves' Poetry 
Technically Good 
Rarely Unified ^ 

NEW POEMS. By Riih«rl Gravii Ctiitll. 

Two years ago, Robert Graves 
was, after an invigorating cam- 
paign elected by the University 
of Oxford populace Pfofessol- of. 
Poetry. His only obligation, in 
return for th^ |ionour, .was to 
give three lectures to the Uni- 
versity public. (From recent ex- 
pericnce, one might wish McGill 
could enjoy the same practice.) 
His election followed by only a 
few years that of C. Day, .Lewis, , 
an equally recognized f|ioètjt;vhbt|<:i 
"like Graves, is also lafinaiRfof 
many liter«ry^oIour8. Both are 
poets^ wlth^a^-strong' classical 
background, both adhere proud- . 
ly to the English poetic inherit- 
ance, "inspired by the Muse 
rather than commissioned by 
Apollo, god of Ilcusun." (The 
words are Graves') 

In "New Poems, 1062" Graves 
displays the recent fruits of his 
inspiration, asks that they not be 
taken for academic exercises and 
admits they have been unusually 
hard^ to Write. One can under- 
stand his request, for the . tech- 
nical mastery son^etimes over- 
shadovy^s his poetic expression, 
and one can appreciate the diffi- 
culties he had in . writing thèih 
for'- some are hard to under; 
stand. 

This is poetry of tremendous 
concentration and care. Each 
poem has individuality, but rare- 
ly do all of Graves' many qual- 
ities as a poet fuse into one or- 
ganic whole; (for tliat matter, 
how often does this occur in any 

The.%eaDlng Irsbnicwhat ob- 
scured in a number of the pnems, 
perhaps because Graves cen- 
ters so much of his emotional 
experience upon "white goddess", 
a symbol which I do -not pre- 
tend to understand, but, I sus- 
pect, hovers silently around the 
elusivcncss of some of his ex- 
periences. Even so, the poetic 
mastery remains apparent, the 
imagery is incisive, the feeling 
subdued but potent Above all, 
he has a style which displays it- . 
self constantly and variously. . . 

Graves Is acutely aware of, 
even perhaps - awed by iiis re- 
sponsibility to poetry. Indeed 
this awareness may account, for 
the restrabit which at ,. times ~ 
mars his. work. It -is noticeably 
absent from at least one poem,' 
("Maiden," Beware"), significant- 
ly dealing with the false poet. 

This concise and pure volume 
won't appeal to all readers, but 
it will remind everyone that poe- 
try has many facets — and a 
tradition which Gnives intends 
to keep alive amidst the caco- 
phony of modem poetic exprès- 
sion^.wbo8eJa5ting equalities, as 
sepantii^tities; are there for 
those who wish to look and 
Icahi. Many would do well to 
study his work 'i- hi spite of 
the author's protest," '.V-

to the infrequent historical pas- 
sages, and especially in his des- -

legendary and quasi-mystical 
organization, the TRA, are ter- 
ribly absorbing but not very 
dear or .deflnitiveV We .are- 
ui iaMeito>iD|rget the woman who 
aS^So^erfbaby .down - to the 
riots "in "the G.P.'0. to" ask her 
husband whether he was going 
to work on Monday, refusing to 
get out of the way until . he 
stuck his head out of an up- 
stairs window and told her ho 
wasn't. But for those not os well- 
steeped in Irish tradition as the 
author, a little less drama and 
a little more historical back- 
ground would be of greater 
value. 

Stylistically, Behan's super- 
ficially colloquisl ton» and 
slightly tangled syntax, on close 
examination a deliberate tech- 
nique, are further complicated 
by the many tongs, poems, pro- 
verbs, legends, and tnatchet of 
ribald verse which he sprinkles 
liberally through hit pages— 
and If any method of attack It 
able to capture the atmosphere 
of ■ a country or the tempera- 
ment of a people, Behan't ap- 
prbach it extremely perceptive. 

If Behan occasionally seems 
to assume the self-appointed role 
of Irish National- Character, it 
is a role to which he is well 
suited and -in which he is ob- 
viously at home. And he at- 
tempts to present his audience 
with a faithful interpretation of . 
both Brendan Behan 'the poet 
author, and playwright and 
Brendan Behan the Spirit of 
Ireland. He conceals: neither r 
faults nor virtues-^d in 'fact' 
most often, makes^nojj^jittémpt 
to distinguish betwem^hem. 
And the-discrlptioh 'bf? Behan 
at the dog- 'races makes any 
slightly grandiose delusions, 
which Behan may or may hot 
entertain, entirely bearable. 

The book's value is further 
heightened by Paul Hogarth's 
'extremely ' pferçeptl ve . illustrative 
té'chniqùe. His line drawings, 
executed, during an actual, tour ' 
of Ireland in ^Behan's , company, 
have that^lquàUl^orvtindçrsta/T 
tement wblj^^lli^jeslthe'^dcepest': 
impression'^^th90eyc and on 
the emotioiuu$They seem to 
lack detail whlefii' would be un- 
happily obylbus' and- depict with 
meticulous ::attcntibn> those de- 
tails which -are 'extremely ne- 
cessary, to the whole.. And des- 
pite a rather humorous and not 
terribly complimentary drawing 
entitled "Brendan Behan ^ after 
the lobster", Behan was extre- 
mely fortunate in. his choice of 
illustrator.

In Friday niglit's triangular meet 
against the U. of M. and Laval 
teams, McGill wrapped up 11 first 
place finishes, three seconds, and 
three thirds for a total of 94 
points. U. of M, placed second with 
34 points and' Laval finished in 
third spot with 28. 

In the fifth event, the 100. yard 
breaststroicc, Bob TamiUa pulled 
up first in r time of 1:09.7, with 
Jeff Whiting 'coming in Ihird se» 
ven secoiids . later. Tamilla also 
finished first Saturday in the 100 
yard Ijrcaststroke. 

McGill's Dave McEntyre again 
won the diving laurels in amassing 
a total of 131.05 points. Godin, re- 
presenting U. of M., placed second 
with 09.B5 points, while Laval's 
Aubin finished in the final posi- 
tion. Thus at the end of the first 
half of the competition the run-

In the O.Q.A.A. Fencing Meet 
at U of M, McGill' placed second 
to their hosts with, Toronto com- 
ing third; McMaiter which is usu- 
ally a competitor did not enter 
this year.. The event took place 
at. tl\e Centre Social with elec- 
tronic equipment in~the foil and 
épée class, and marked the first 
time that U of M has hosted the 
affair.. 

Six-man teams were entered by 
the participants, with three enter- 
ing in each of the three classes — 
the foil, ^0 épée and the sabre. In 
the foils, McGill's team of Bcnitah, 
Rosenblatt and King lost 6-3 to U 
of M then defeated Toronto, with 
André Maisonncuve, last year's foil 
champion, doing especially well for

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(Continxiei jrom paje 4) 
cessary two-thirds majority need- 
ed. 

The final resolution was the 
admission of the People's Republic 
of China ' and the exclusion of 
Nationalist China.' An amendment 
was proposed that Red China .^e 
admitted to the UN but that Na- 
tionalist China remahi as a mem- 
ber. 

Albania, the first speaker on the 
resolution mentioned. that the pre- 
amble to the UN charter gave 
c^ual rights to all nations large 
or small and thus The People's 
Republic of China sould be ad- 
mitted. The delegation from the 
USSR said that Red China was the 
lawful government and that . the 
US government could not reco- 
gnize the defeat and loss of China. 



They said that tlie UN must re- 
cognize the 600,000,000 people of 
China as it cannot be considered 
an international body until it does. 
Furthermore there , can* never be 
disarmament until Red China is 
admitted. 

yAisurprise supporter of the am* 
tnendinient was .India. The . delega- 
tion said that they felt if Red Chi- 
na had been ^admitted to the UN 
they may have felt, obliged to up- 
hold world peace and the Sine- 
India border conflict could have 
been avoided. . 

Although- there seemed to be 
much support for the amend- 
ment it was not carried. The re- 
solution itself hiul 29 votes for, 28 
against, but was defeated as it 
did not have the necessary two- 
thirds majority.
